REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The terminal disclaimer filed on November 1 5, 2005 disclaiming the terminal 
portion of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the 
expiration date of Pub. No. 2004/220345A1 has been reviewed and is accepted. The 
terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 
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The provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection of claims 1-3 and 5-8 over 
claims 1-11 of copending Application No. 1 0/797, 144=Pub. No. 2004/0220345A1 is 
overcome in light of the proper terminal Disclaimer. 

Meanwhile, the new search has been made for polypropylene produced by a 
coordination polymerization catalyst containing a transition metal compound and 
wherein the polyolefin macromonomer (P) has a terminal double bond (X) and a linking 
group (Z) for connecting both (P) and (X). 

The closest reference is Patent 6,423,793 to Weng et al. Weng discloses a 
thermoplastic elastomer comprising a branched polymer wherein both the polymer 
backbone and polymeric side chains are derived from propylene polymerized with 
coordination polymerization catalyst, column 3, lines 18-22. The polypropylene 
macromers produced by a metallocene catalyst and they are promptly functionalized 
with other unsaturated group-containing polymeric chains, column 5, line 50 and column 
1 1 , lines 49-55. Weng does not disclose the linking group (Z) specified in the present 
claims.
